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Preface 


The Rev. Dr. Jesse Penney Martin (1873-1948) created The John Penney Family in America, 
an enormously helpful typewritten manuscript, in "Midwinter 1941-1942,” giving his location as 
“Denver, Colorado” (coincidentally, the same as mine today). 


To my knowledge it was never published, until now. In about two weeks | intend to publish 
it once again at Internet Archive as part of amammoth genealogical project conducted by my 
parents, entitled The Family History Research of David E. Witheridge and Elizabeth P. Witheridge: 
Their Pre-Internet Search for British and German Ancestors, with a Comprehensive Ancestor Chart 
and an Extensively Annotated Index of the Documents. 


I truly believe this manuscript needs to be readily available to everyone interested in the 
John Penney who was born in the British Isles in 1740, came to America, and (with his wife, of 
course — see below) started what turned into a sizable extended family of descendants. 


Why publish this manuscript twice in two weeks? 


To be perfectly honest, I need to test my ability to upload a document to Internet Archive. 
I’ve never done it before, and it would be foolhardy — don’t you think? — to use a seven volume, 
15,000 page publication as my “maiden voyage.’ Among other things, I need to find out if live 
Internet links embedded within an uploaded PDF stay live and usable when they appear on the 
Internet Archive reading screen. If it becomes a useless link, I’ll have to rewrite my “Read This 
First” page at the beginning of my parents’ (chiefly, but not exclusively, my dad’s) family history 
research. Better to find that out now instead of later. 


What's the story behind the manuscript? 


The Rev. Dr. Martin apparently typed the manuscript himself the old-fashioned way, using 
a manual typewriter with multiple sheets of onionskin paper separated by carbons. Unfortunately, 
the copy obtained by my mother, Elizabeth Helen Kendall Plumb Witheridge (b. 1907), from the 
author (her second cousin once removed) or someone in his immediate family, is rather blurry — 
as is the case for most real "carbon copies," the term to which the abbreviation "cc" still refers. 
Mom’s copy is a true rarity, although the total number of extant copies is unknown. A bit more of 
the provenance can be found in a letter from my father, the Rev. Mr. David Edward Witheridge (b. 
1914), to Penney descendant Cyril L. Johnson (b. 1907); that letter is located in folder 1.55c of the 
documents that will soon be available online in the aforementioned publication. 


My brother, Jim (James Penney Witheridge [b. 1946]), and I grew up with the manuscript 
out in the open at our house in Minneapolis. Our mother was an author of children’s books. She 
published her third of seven, Jim Penney’s Golden Nugget, when Jim and I were 15 and 14, 
respectively. The “Jim” in the title was actually Dr. James Lowry Penney (b. 1838), son of the Rev. 
Dr. William Penney (b. 1812) and his first wife, Sarah Francis Fulton Lowry (b. 1812). All of these 
storybook characters appear in Jesse Penney Martin’s manuscript as real people. Mom’s book was 


fiction, but it was based on a true story handed down in her Penney family, as recorded in old 
letters that will soon be available online in the document collection at Internet Archive. 


You will notice several things about the Rev. Dr. Martin’s manuscript. It’s often hard to read, 
not only because of the circumstances of its birth as one of just a few typewritten copies (it almost 
certainly wasn’t copy #1), but also because its organization can be hard to follow. Thankfully, my 
dad provided a helpful handwritten key to the author’s organizational scheme on the page directly 
following the title page. At a few points in the manuscript, Dad — and possibly also the author's 
brother, John B. Martin (b. 1881) — have added an arrow or other notation to clarify the author's 
obvious intended meaning. Directly following the manuscript is a chart made by Dad to summarize 
the Rev. Dr. Martin’s key data. Pages of special interest to the Rev. and Mrs. Witheridge display their 
handwritten notes, and I have enlarged pages 23, 25, and 26 to provide help with the deciphering. 


Who was Jesse Penney Martin? 


The Rev. Dr. Martin’s personal facts appear on page 31 of the manuscript. He was born on 
October 15, 1873, in Elizabeth, PA; he died on August 2, 1948, in Denver (this fact was added in the 
longhand of his younger brother, John, as was noted later by my dad in his own longhand). Jesse 
graduated in 1896 from Washington and Jefferson College and three years later from Allegheny 
Theological Seminary. In his own words, he was “admitted to study of law; engaged in banking 
during periods of ill-health; ordained to the ministry; held pastorates in West Virginia, Colorado, 
and Penn.; teacher and chaplain of Beaver College, [Jenkintown,] Penn. [now called Arcadia 
University], serving for a period as acting President; did post-graduate work at Princeton 
University and Princeton Theological Seminary; married July 8, 1909, Miss Ella M. McKnight of 
Buena Vista, Penn. Served as chaplain in Europe during World War 1917-1919. Retired to Denver, 
Colorado, in broken health. Mr. and Mrs. Martin have no children.” 


Who was the John Penney in the manuscript title? 


John Penney (also known as John Penney, Sr.) was an immigrant to America, probably from 
Ulster in the north of Ireland. No earlier Penney in his line, and no British Isles birthplace for John, 
was ever found by my dad, in spite of his diligent efforts to trace John back across the Atlantic. John 
was born on June 10, 1740 (place unknown but most likely Ulster). He died on July 21, 1826 (near 
McKeesport, Pennsylvania). His parents remain unknown. John married Margaret Dunseath (b. 
1747) in about 1767 at a place unknown, but probably somewhere in Ulster. John and Margaret 
had James Penney (b. 1784), my mom's ancestor, and 12 other children; see page 6 of the 
manuscript. John and Margaret settled in Mansfield, Massachusetts, after their arrival in America; 
see page 3 of the manuscript. John's 11-day service from Mansfield at the Battle of Lexington, in 
response to the April 19, 1775, “Alarm,” is described on page 3. The family’s move to the “Forks of 
the Yough” region of western Pennsylvania is described on page 4. 


This manuscript takes a clear position on an issue of importance to some women who 
strive to be members of the Daughters of the American Revolution. Author John W. Jordan, on page 
927, volume 2, of his Colonial and Revolutionary Families of Pennsylvania, now available at Internet 
Archive (https://archive.org/details/colonialrevoluti02jord/page/926/mode/2up), claimed that 
John Penney's wife was actually a certain Margaret Ann Rutan, not Margaret Dunseath. The Rev. Dr. 


Martin weighs in, without equivocation, on the Dunseath side of that issue on pages 4 and 6 of the 
manuscript (note that there is no page 5 ). 


More about John Penney and his descendants 


The forthcoming multi-volume publication of the family history research conducted by my 
parents will make available to the public, in perpetuity, a great deal more information about the 
specific Penney line that is the subject of this manuscript (and many other lines as well). I do hope 
you will look for those volumes soon at Internet Archive. You should be able to get to them by 
simply Googling the first dozen or so words in the title — see paragraph 2 above.
